Bible, some religit us emblems, and tho 
written draft of the oath to be taken. 
After some preparatory ceremonies, 
the emperor led his son to the desk, 
pointed to the scroll, and bade him lead 
attentively and aloud the oath befoie 
he signed it. 
The young man began audibly and 
distinctly, but when he came to that 
part which imported that he 
vowed 
obedience and love to the emperor, his 
father, liis voice faltered, choked and 
finally ceased. 
He seemed to be over­ 
powered bv his feelings, and wept pro­ 
fusely. 
The emperor, who stood close 
by, remained motionless, and gave no 
symptom of agitation except two heavy 
tears that rolled down his cheeks. 
T he czar allowed some minutes to 
ylapse that he might master himself, 
and then, with all the appaient un­ 
moved dignity of the monarch, pointed 
again to the scroll.
